The lACUC has approved the use of a leaf of hay rather than a next box for 
rabbit offspring less than one month of age. The sides of the cage and the 
flooring protect offspring from getting entrapped or falling through the cage sides 
or floor. By eliminating a hard-sided next box, there are fewer incidents of 
offspring getting trapped and squeezed between the cage walls and the nest box. 
The hay provides a safe haven for the offspring in breeding cages of this design. 

Monkey - one monkey was affected by this exception 

An exception to the cage space requirements fro nonhuman primates was 
approved because the caging system provides the monkey with sufficient volume 
of space (almost 2X the required cage volume) and the opportunity to express 
species-typical behavior.

(attached) for FabGennix's Annual Report, and this appears to be the "modified" report you indicated they 
would send. However, it still states "...collection of a production bleed less than 10% of the total body 
weight of rabbit as per FGI.SOP-8. 1-101...." and "Euthanesia (sic) procedures are as per AVMA 
guidelines of euthanasia, Formerly report of the AVMA..." They have simply removed mention of the use 
of decapitation and cervical dislocation, without specifying how the animals are euthanized. 

^Hand I met this morning as to how to proceed with this Annual Report. While they have addressed our 
initial inquiry about death as an endpoint, they have created a possible additional Cat E issue with the 
amount of blood they state they are taking ("less than 10% of total body weight"; this amount would 
exsanguinate an animal since the total blood volume of a rabbit is 5-1 0% of its body weight). Additionally 
the SOP they reference talks about serum collection, not blood collection: serum is about 1/2 of the blood 
volume, so they would need to collect about double the amount of blood to get the serum amount needed). 

So, for^l to be able to approve this Annual Report, would you please confirm: 1 ) FabGennix blood 
collections are 3% or less of total body weight and 2) confirm HOW the animals are euthanized, since 
FabGennix has not specified the method(s) since dropping the mention of decapitation and cervical 
dislocation.

In our lACUC approved protocols for production of anti-peptide antibodies in rabbits, in none of the researcffprotocol “death is an 
endpoint” - immunized rabbits can live in good health for their natural life span. 

All animals (rabbits) under FGl.SOP # 8.1-101 are handled and cared for as per description. The rabbits are immunizes using 
20guage needle via subcutaneous injections with minimal pain. The animals are under observation for one hour after injection and 
any sign of distress or discomfort is cared for by oral supplementation of pain killers “Tylonol” as per SOP#8. 1-101. Visual 
inspections are made for any abscesses sores and general health problems. Appropriate actions are taken as noted in SOP if any of 
these conditions apply. Post injection observations are made next day for evidence of pain or distress. These observations are made 
at least one time per day during the entire protocol. 

At the end of the standard 70-day protocol, principal investigators are required to inform in writing, or verbal approval to: 

Either terminate the project or extend these protocols on a monthly basis. FabGennix Inc. will contact investigator on day 56 (week 
8) to inform about the completion of the standard protocol with ir the next 2 weeks. (At this time FabGennix dnc. will continue to 
hold and care for animals for an additional 6 days at no cost to investigator). The investigators are exp^ctedi® determine at this 
point whether to continue project on a monthly basis. This action leads us to continue the booster injection^ listed in the SOP and 
collection of a production bleed less than 10% of the total body weight of rabbit as per FGI.SOP-8.1-101 (approximately 30-40ml 
blood) or terminate the project. The animals are euthanised under the supervision of veterinary care program for practical reasons 
when it is determined that there will be no more need or demand for a specific antibody produced by a rabbit 

All our standard operating protocols are approved by our Institutional Animal Use and Care Committee (lACUC). The copies of 
these documents are also available at the facility.
